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MINISTERIAL 
ETHICS

F ALL OF US MINISTERS would strictly adhere 
Qe putting into practice the principles of this 
text, there would have been no necessity for the 
blessed Holy Ghost to have inspired the Apostle Paul 
to include such a saying for our instruction and ad- 
monition, and certainly no justification for this 
writer to endeavor to put something into writing on 
the subject. Observation makes us to know and under- 
stand that it is necessary to say something with the 
hope to help all of us some, or the most of us at least. 
There is another Scripture that if all ministers 
would put into practice the principles thereof, it would 
certainly take care of all our ministerial ethical pro- 
blems. Philippians 2:4, “Look not every man on his 
own things, but every man also on the things of 
others.” Generally speaking, nothing but selfishness 
brings about a lack of real ministerial ethics; that 
is, a desire to go ahead of our brother without con- 
sideration of him. We should remember that our pre- 
cious brother also has feelings, desires and rights to be 
considered. 

There is yet another Scripture for all ministers 
to consider, for surely we shall have to reckon with 
it when we stand before our Master at the end of 
all time when we give an answer of our stewardship 
upon earth. 1 Corinthians 10:24, “Let no man seek 
his own, but every man another’s wealth.” The aged 
Apostle Paul states in 1 Timothy 3:15, “But if I 
tarry long, that thou mayest know how thou oughtest 
to behave thyself in the house of God.” Paul certainly 
realized how indispensible good behavior, or ethics, 
was. 

When all of the above Scriptures are ignored in the 
life of an individual, or a group of ministers, there 
will be heartaches and a breaking of good fellowship 
which is so necessary for the promotion of God’s 
kingdom and His church on earth. “Honour to whom 
honour.” This inspired Scripture very clearly points 
out that all are to receive their proper credit and 
respect for whatsoever is due them in whatsoever 
place they hold. Let it be the evangelist, pastor, 
district overseer, state overseer, or general overseer 
(this is peculiar to our own organization), none as an 
individual is more important before God than the 
other. Everyone is important in his respective place. 
Every man in his place should be properly recognized 
at the proper time—“honour to whom honour.” It is 
true that some have more responsibility than others 
do, but this does not mean that they are superior, 
or better, than others. The greatest Man of all has 
said in Matthew 23:11, “But he that is greatest among 
you shall be your servant.” Certainly a servant dare 
not display any authority or use an iron hand. 

In consideration of the above Scriptures, Paul tells 
us in 1 Timothy 5:17, “Let the elders that rule well 
be counted worthy of double honour, especially they 
who labour in the word and doctrine.” That is to say, 
they that rule well, or with the right spirit. If he is to 
rule, certainly it is not to be with an iron hand but 
rather with a gentle hand with a spirit of real humil- 




















ity. Those that rule are placed in their position by 
those over whom they rule. It certainly would be 
advantageous for those who do rule to take into 
sincere consideration what the Apostle Peter had to 
say in 1 Peter 5:3, “Neither as being lords over God’s 
heritage, but being ensamples to the flock.” He who 
makes an undue show of his authority will cause 
disfellowship between him and his blood-bought 
brother. This will hinder God’s cause and his brother 
will remember his showing lordship over him or God’s 
heritage. Unless this brother is really living a con- 
secrated life unto God, when the opportunity 
presents itself he will have a tendency to get even 
with the one who showed undue authority or lord- 
ship over him. It would help for those who are in 
authority always to remember that possibly one day 
the ones they rule will be in command and will re- 
member the past. 


It would be well for those who are called on to 
administer in church government to remember what 
the Apostle Peter said in the second verse of 1 Peter 
5, “Feed the flock of God which is among you, taxing 
the oversight thereof, not by constraint, but willingly; 
not for filthy lucre, but of a ready mind.” What is he 
to be ready to do? To feed the flock of God rather 
than show his lordship over the flock. It would be 
well for those who are over the flock of God, from the 
pastor to the highest official, to keep in mind what 
the Apostle Paul said in Acts 20:28, “Take heed there- 
fore unto yourselves, and to all the flock, over the 
which the Holy Ghost hath made you overseers, to 
feed the church of God, which he hath purchased 
with his own blood.” Much stress is placed on the 
word feed. If those of us who are in authority in 
any capacity will feed the flock of God, they will 
have a desire to follow us. It is far easier to lead 
a flock than to drive a flock, and far better. By doing 
it this way there will be no bad feelings later. He who 
is an example in all things for us said in John 10:4, 
“And when he putteth forth his own sheep, he goeth 
before them, and the sheep follow him: for they 
know his voice.” Yes, they follow him. How much 
better than trying to drive them! Then, if the pastor 
or the overseer who is leading the flock, will go in 
the right direction, those who are following him will 
go right also. 


UNETHICAL TO TAKE UNDUE ADVANTAGE 


It is unethical for a minister who is speaking, or 
has the floor, to single out some individual by bring- 
ing him into the spotlight, so to speak, thus em- 
barrassing the individual. The writer was once present 
when an official was speaking to ministers giving 
them advice and instruction. The official turned his 
spotlight on one individual minister by naming 
the minister publicly and saying that he was a good 
preacher but did not use correct English. It was true 
he had complimented the minister, but in the next 
breath he magnified his ignorance. The congregation 
did not think of the compliment but rather the blow 
he had given. In the same congregation there was a 
minister who had had the privilege of a higher learn- 


ing than the official speaking or the minister of whom 
he spoke. The minister of higher learning immedi- 
ately took out his scratch pad to follow the speaker, 
and during the remaining part of the discourse, the 
official who was fault-finding made six incorrect 
statements by not using correct English. It would have 
been far better for the official to have taken the 
individual aside and given him some instructions 
privately, telling him, “I have come to you because 
I love and appreciate you, and desire to help you.” 
This would have been ethical. To rebuke anyone 
before others who are not guilty or concerned will 
always embarrass the one whom: you are trying to help. 

A pastor was having some trouble with his lady 
folk not dressing as becometh holiness, or Christian 
ladies, and also cutting their hair too much. This 
pastor, rather than rebuke, scold or give advice before 
all, asked the ladies to be present at church on 
Sunday afternoon two weeks hence; he requested that 
no men come near the church this Sunday afternoon 
for he had an important matter to take up with 
the ladies. When they all came, the pastor came 
down out of the pulpit and began to talk to 
them regarding proper dress for Christian ladies 
and about cutting their hair; he did it in a 
very kind and humble manner. While he was yet 
speaking, one of the ladies who was in tears stood up 
and said, “I have been guilty of this thing and I beg 
you and all the church to forgive me; from this day 
henceforth I will dress as becometh a Christian,” One 
after another followed by making their confession, 
and finally the purpose wes accomplished. The pastor 
did not have to finish his discourse, and the ladies 
unanimously gave to the pastor a real vote of con- 
fidence saying, “The way you have gone about this 
thing has shown us the error of our way and at the 
same time made us love you as pastor and love the 
Church all the more.” 


UNETHICAL TO SIDESTEP 


All ministers should be recognized in their positions. 
The Executive Committee (peculiar to our own 
organization) which appoints state overseers has no 
right to sidestep the state overseers to go into their 
states, without the knowledge of the overseer, and 
interfere with their state program; for example, to 
appoint pastors, or anything else that has to do with 
the state program. Neither is it ethical for an overseer 
to sidestep his district overseer and appoint pastors 
on his district without first consulting with the district 
overseer, for the state overseer will certainly expect 
the district overseer to see that the state program is 
put over in his district. Therefore, the district over- 
seer should have something to do with all of the 
appointments in his respective district. 

The Apostle Paul, who said that the care of all the 
churches came upon him daily (2 Corinthians 11:28) 
gave some good instructions along this line. In 2 
Corinthians 6:1, he said, “We then as workers together 
with him, beseech you also that ye receive not the 
grace of God in vain.” Note his words “we then as

Bible students call the most mysterious chap- 

ter in the Bible. It is hard for a child of God 
to conceive that God gave the book of Revelation to 
mystify or confuse His children. Some claim that this 
chapter is not to be read or understood. This is also 
impossible for a Spirit-filled child of God to believe— 
that God placed it in the Bible just to fill in, especially 
in light of the assertion that “Blessed is he that read- 
eth and they that hear the words of this prophecy,” 
Revelation 1:3. 

The book is highly symbolical, but these symbols are 
not haphazardly inserted; they are used consistently 
with their usage in other books of the Bible. For in- 
stance, the symbol of a horn represents a ruler of a 
realm. The ten horns in Revelation 17 represent ten 
kings or kingdoms just as the ten horns in Daniel 7:7 
represent the ten rulers who are subordinate to the

Antichrist. The two horns on the ram of Daniel 8:3 
represent the dual kingdom, Media-Persia, and the 
horn in the forehead of the he goat of Daniel 8:5 
represents Alexander the Great, the founder of the 
Grecian Empire. 

The interpretation of Revelation should never be 
farfetched and fantastic or in contradiction to other 
Scriptures. The last book of the Bible is not the book 
of John the Revelator, neither is it the book of Reve- 
lations. It is the book of Revelation. It reveals condi- 
tions that will exist just before, at the time, and im- 
mediately after the return of Jesus Christ. It reveals 
Christ’s second coming 

The seven-headed, ten-horned beast and the Scar- 
let Woman of Revelation 17 represent something of 
world importance that will exist at the end of the 
age. Without doubt, that means today. We know God 
wanted us to understand the mystery, because the an- 
gel told John, “I will tell thee the mystery of the wom- 
an, and of the beast that carrieth her, which hath the 
seven heads and ten horns.” The angel proceeded to 
tell what the beast, the heads, the horns, and the wa- 
ters represented. The Beast is a term in the Scriptures

talked with me, saying unto me, Come hither; I will shew unto thee the 
judgment of the great whore that sitteth upon many waters.” 


“And upon her forehead was a name written, MYSTERY, BABYLON

THE EARTH,” Revelation 17:1, 5. 


Synonomous with the Antichrist and is used for both 
the person and his empire. Verse 3 refers to the em- 
pire, while verse 8 refers to the person. It is thrilling 
to know the mysteries God unfolds in His Word, yet I 
will not elaborate on verse 8 as it is controversial and 
is not necessarily conducive to consecration. 

There may be cause for controversy concerning the 
meaning of the heads of the beast, but the Scriptures 
leave no room for speculation concerning the meaning 
of the ten horns on the beast and the waters on which 
the woman sitteth. It is plainly stated, “The waters 
which thou sawest, where the whore sitteth, are peo- 
ples, and multitudes, and nations, and tongues,” Rev- 
elation 17:15. In view of this revelation, any fair un- 
biased interpretation will have to admit, whatever the 
woman is, she is a human institution that exists in 
many nations. Then verse 12 tells us that the ten 
horns represent ten kings (or rulers) which receive 
power one hour (short time) with the Beast. The 
Scripture here interprets itself. If the ten horns are 
ten rulers who unite and give their power for a short 
time to the Beast, or Antichrist, then the ten-horned 
beast represents the Antichrist government. These 
horns are identical with the ten toes of Daniel 2:40-45 
where it is revealed that the Antichrist’s government 
which Christ will break to pieces at His second coming 
will be composed of a union of nations which are part 
of the fragments of the Roman Empire. The thing 
that thrills us today is to know that this union is now 
forming. 

The Beast carrying the woman and the woman rid- 
ing the Beast show the close affinity of the United 
States of Europe and this woman at the end of the 
age. This woman will be powerful enough to be upheld 
by the Beast because of the service she can render in 
bringing him and his government into power. She will 
be indispensable to him. 

In the Scriptures a woman represents a religious 
economy or a religious system. An adulterous woman 
is the symbol God uses to represent backslidden Israel 
in Ezekiel 16 and Hosea 2. Most Bible scholars believe 
the woman in Revelation 12 is Israel, while some be- 
lieve she is the true church. The only sane Biblical in- 
terpretation of the Song of Solomon renders the bride- 
groom as Christ and the bride as the Church. God 
revealed to Paul and John that Christ would have a 
bride who is the true Church (Ephesians 3:6-12; 5:30, 
31; Revelation 19:7). The Scripture reveals here in 
Revelation 17 that Satan will have a bride. This wom- 
an will have to have an extensive, powerful govern- 
ment if she is able to help unite the fragments of 
Rome and propel herself into power as co-ruler with 
the Beast. May I ask what human institution is exten- 
sive enough and powerful enough in the geographical 
territory of the Roman Empire to help consolidate the 
United States of Europe? It certainly is not Commu- 
nism, for Communism and the Antichrist will be dead- 
ly enemies and clash in Palestine when Russia marches 
against Israel. Search as we may, there is only one in- 
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stitution strong enough to fulfill this Scripture. This 
Scarlet Woman can be none other than apostate 
Christendom and false religions headed up by Roman 
Catholicism. Every one of the nations within the ter- 
ritory of the Roman Empire which recently formed 
a union and agreed to eliminate tariffs and trade bar- 
riers, and work together for the common interest, is 
dominated by Roman Catholicism. At this time this 
woman will realize the dream she has schemed to 
make come true for centuries, the dream that was in- 
terrupted by the Reformation; she will become the 
state religion of a mighty empire. 


GOD GIVES A COMPLETE history of the 
gentile world governments and also a history of the 
future of Israel in the prophetical Scriptures. Proph- 
ecy would not be complete without the history of the 
church in advance. God gave this foreview in Revela- 
tion 2 and 3. In these chapters God gives a message 
to seven churches which had conditions in them rep- 
resentative of seven periods of the church age. In the 
Ephesus age, the first church age, God said they had 
the deeds of Nicolaitans. Scofield, in his footnotes, 
says Nicolaitane comes from Nikao, “to conquer” and 
Loas, “the people.” This foretells the priestly assump- 
tion of power. In the Pergamos, or third church age, 
the deeds had become a doctrine (Revelation 2:15). 
In the Thyatiraian, or fourth age, this priestly as- 
sumption of power was fully organized into an apos- 
tate church which God called “that woman Jezebel.” 
This Thyatiraian age, when this woman ruled su- 
premely, lasted from the fourth century until 1517,

S WE LOOK BACK over a period of four | 
Al years, we are amazed to see what a group of 
ladies of the Church of God who have banded 
themselves together with a goal in view have accom- 
plished. We met with these ladies on our arrival in 
1952. We all agreed that we were very much in need 
of a new church building. It was then we met to- 
gether and organized a Ladies’ Willing Workers’ 
Band, saying we would do our part. 
The first officials were Mrs. Ethel Gladen, presi- 
dent; Mrs. Essie Rosson, vice-president; Mrs. Ola 
Newell, secretary-treasurer. This small group of ladies 
began working and soon others caught the vision and 
our band began to grow. One of the outstanding ac- 
complishments of this year was the buffalo nickel 
drive. In the city of Flint with 190,000 people buffalo 
nickels became so scarce that many of our people 
went to surrounding cities to collect them. At the 
close of this contest $1,085.20 was turned in. At the 
end of the year the ladies had in their treasury 
$2,769.19. The state banner was awarded the ladies 
at the Michigan state convention in 1953. 
Flint, Michigan Church of God The second year Mrs. Lorraine Cassidy was elected 
president. She, having had a great deal of experience 
in restaurant work, started us on a project of serving 
suppers. Our first supper profited us over $410. Sev- 
eral thousand dollars have been raised with this 
method. The large hall rented at this time is still 
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being used by us for our suppers. This was a very 4 
successful year and our profit was $2,352.59. 
The third year Mrs. Rose Lemmon was elected presi- \ 


dent; Mrs. Frank Jarrett, vice-president; Mrs. Ethel 
Gladen, secretary-treasurer. We still have these same 
officials except for Mrs. Jarrett who resigned; Mrs. Ola 
Newell took her place. Under the new leadership the 
band continued to grow and the achievements be- 
came greater. At the close of this year the ladies had 
added $7,000 more to their treasury, Again this year 
we were awarded the state banner. 

After the accomplishments of this year with these 
same ladies as our leaders we sent out to break our 
former record. One of the most profitable projects 
this year was selling ball point pens from which we 
netted $1,400. There were many other projects this &

year, for when we added up the profits we had 
averaged $1,000 per month, receiving the state banner 
with a total of $12,000. By this time I feel this was 
the richest Ladies’ Willing Workers’ Band in the na- 
tion. 

The grand total for the four years is $24,143.70. 

The ladies have worked on many projects in the 
four years such as having bake sales and bazaars, and 
selling several different articles. One very interesting 
thing was our contest between the men and the wom- 
en. The Reverend T. L. Forester and his wife were 
the leaders and, of course, the women won. In one 
of the pictures you will see the ladies presenting a 
check for $12,000 to the building committee at the 
ground-breaking for the new church. 

We are very proud of this group of women, and I, 
as the pastor’s wife, am very happy to be associated 
with these hard-working people.

when Martin Luther and his contemporaries began 
the Sardis age, or Reformation age. God said He gave 
her space to repent and she repented not, therefore 
He will cast her into great tribulation (the great tribu- 
lation). 

Revelation 13 tells us that the second beast, or false 
prophet, will make an image to the first beast, or Anti- 
christ, and cause all to worship the image and take the 
mark or be killed. This false prophet will be the high 
pontiff of the state church. The two horns, true to 
Scriptural symbolism, represent his political and ec- 
clesiastical power. 

This woman began as the Babylonian cult in the 
Babylonian Empire. Here in the cradle of the human 
race Satan injected the embryo of all false religions. 
The members joined a mystical brotherhood and gave 
allegiance to a high pontiff. When this satanic re- 
ligion was forced from Babylon by the conquering 
Persians, the pontiff fled to Pergamos in Asia Minor 
(Revelation 2:13). From there the Etruscans migrated 
with this religion to Italy where Julius Caesar became 
the first Roman high pontiff of the cult. When the 
Emperor Gratian refused the office, it was given to 
Damascus, the bishop of Rome. The Roman church 
apostatized and Babylonian Cultism was mixed with 
a few Christian doctrines and became Mystery, Baby- 
lon, the mother of harlots and abominations of the 
earth. Even the colored vesture of the priests of this 
church corresponds to the scarlet and purple robes 
of this woman. Everything pertaining to this woman 
is permeated with mystery. There is the mystery of the 
holy water, the mystery of purgatory, the mystery of 
transubstantiation. 

There is a subtle scheme to persuade the American 
people that we need to lock arms with Catholicism 
because she is a bulwark against Communism. This 
scheme has been very successful. How can these 
schemers explain the fact that every country in Eu- 
rope that has gone Communist was first dominated 
by the Catholic Church. 


The largest Communist party outside of Russia is 
in Italy, the very fountainhead of Catholicism. Only by 
a dole of millions of American dollars has Italy been 
prevented from going completely Communist. Then 
we are told we have to go against our American tra- 
dition, our consciences, and the Bible because the 
Catholic Church is a bulwark against Communism. 
Those who advocate embracing Catholicism to escape 
Communism remind us of the Scripture in which “a 
man did flee from a lion, and a bear met him; or 
went into the house and leaned his hand on the wall, 
and a serpent bit him,” Amos 5:19. An editorial from 
the Christian Advocate, official publication of North 
Carolina Methodist Church, stated recently: “If, in our 
zeal to protect ourselves from the menace of Com- 
munism we come under the domination of a particular 
religious denomination we shall, indeed, have traded 
our birthright for a tyranny fully as unacceptable to 
our principles as Communism itself.” 
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Satan has our generation in a giant pincers move- 
ment between Communism and Catholicism. He is 
winning in the East with Communism and in the West 
with Catholicism. This, too, is according to the Scrip- 
ture. Communism rules in the nations which will be 
led by Magog (Ezekiel 38, 39). Catholicism rules in the 
ten nations which will confederate under Antichrist. 
The same God who said He was against Gog of Magog 
(Russia) and that He would put hooks in his jaws 
also said He was against that woman Jezebel of the 
dark ages, who is the Scarlet Woman of the end time, 
and would cast her into great tribulation. 

As it nears the end of the age this woman will in- 
crease in power until she will “ride” the Beast or be 
co-ruler with the Beast. That is just what is happen- 
ing today and this woman is gaining in power by leaps 
and bounds. Every country in Europe purchased from 
Communism by American dollars has been turned 
over to the Catholic Church, which she governs 
through her political front organizations. Where the 
Catholic Church dominates a country, religious free- 
dom suffers as much or more than under Communism. 
The true gospel is hated and suppressed as much or 
more under Catholicism than under Communism. 

The Catholic Church gives lip service to tolerance in 
America because it is in the minority. In European 
and Latin-American countries where the church is in 
the saddle, tolerance is unknown. Many of you are 
aware of the inhuman atrocities perpetrated against 
Protestants in South American countries by Catholi- 
cism.

workers together.” All of us, from the Executive 
Committee to the local pastor, are to work together. 
The wise man gave some good instruction in Proverbs 
11:14, “In the multitude of counsellors there is 
safety.” No one likes to be ignored or forgotten. Even 
God has said in Psalm 9:17, “The wicked (those who 
forget God) shall be turned into hell, and all the 
nations that forget God.” 


UNETHICAL TO BREAK APPOINTMENTS 


When ministers make appointments, they should, 
if it is humanly possible, keep that appointment. If 
it becomes absolutely necessary to break the appoint- 
ment, then he should contact the proper person and 
explain the reason. When the evangelist makes an 
appointment to be at a church at a given date, in 
order to maintain good fellowship, he should not break 
that appointment without first consulting the pastor, 
giving his reason for not doing so (certainly he should 
not break the appointment to go to a better paying 


church). On the other hand, the pastor should not 
cancel an appointment with the evangelist. This is 


being done too often. It puts the evangelist in an 
embarrassing position, for not only does the evange- 
list want to keep on working and winning souls for 
God and the Church, but he has obligations just as 
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the pastor does. When the evangelist stops, everything 
stops with him. This is not true with the pastor. 
He can be off a week or two and his pay will come 
just the same, and he can take care of his obli- 
gations. I have had evangelists to come to me in tears 
saying, “What shall I do? I have a payment due on 
my car. My wife and children have to be cared for. 
I have had two or three meetings cancelled on me.” 
Let each of us be careful in all these matters. Let us 
work together for the glory of God and for the good 
of God’s kingdom and church upon earth. 

“Look not every man on his own things, but every 
man also on the things of other.” If all of us ministers 
would but remember one thing that the Master said, 
and put this one verse of Scripture into practice 
in our lives daily, it would certainly take care of all 
ministerial ethical problems. Matthew 7:12, “There- 
fore all things whatsoever ye would that men should 
do to you, do ye even so to them: for this is the 
law and the prophets.”

ses, who gave up riches in order to follow God, and 
Elijah and Elisha and most of the prophets of old 
who lived on the meager fare provided them by their 
friends. Was Elisha out of the will of God when he 
begged food from the poor widow? God answered that 
question when He performed a miracle through Elisha 
and increased the widow’s oil. It would have been 
just as easy for God to make Elisha rich through some 
miracle if He places a premium on wealth, but He 
did not. Need, not riches, is what God supplied; and 
that is all He has promised to supply us. 

Another purported proof of material prosperity is 
the use of the word prosper in some of God’s promises 
to us. Joshua 1:8 is one such portion: “This book of 
the law shall not depart out of thy mouth; but thou 
shalt meditate therein day and night, that thou may- 
est observe to do according to all that is written 
therein: for then thou shalt make thy way prosperous, 
and then thou shalt have good success.” This has 
nothing to do with material gain, but comes from 
the Hebrew root tsalach, meaning to have success 
against opposition. The same word is used in Isaiah 
54:17, where the meaning is more obvious: “No weapon 
that is formed against thee shall prosper; and every 
tongue that shall rise against thee in judgment thou 
shalt condemn. This is the heritage of the servants 
of the Lord, and their righteousness is of me, saith 
the Lord.” Other Scriptures erroneously used are 
equally far-fetched and misused. 

Even where God has promised to supply our needs, 
there is no indication of wealth or opulence. He has 
simply promised to supply our necessities: “But my 
God shall supply all your need according to his rich- 
es in glory by Christ Jesus,” Philippians 4:19. He 
taught us to pray for “our daily bread,” not wealth 
or abundance. 

Does the will of God make us materially rich? If 


so, then we have acclaimed as heroes those who were 
merely failures. Look at Peter and John whose desti- 
tution made Peter say to the lame beggar, “Silver and 
gold have I none; but such as I have give I thee” 
(Acts 3:6). Consider Joseph and Mary, whose poverty 
caused them to offer the small sacrifice required of 
those who were poor (Luke 2:24 and Leviticus 12:8). 
Come to think of it, why did God make provision 
for a smaller offering from the poor if it is His will 
that all be rich? 

Look at Paul, who boasted to the church at Philippi: 
“T have all, and abound: I am full!” Then look at his 
fullness. This, he said, had been sent to him from the 
Philippian church by Epaphroditus (Philippians 4:18). 
It was sufficient for Paul that a church had helped 
provide his need. It seems never to have entered his 
mind that God wanted him to be rich. He felt him- 
self rich even to have his necessities provided, and 
frequently labored to help feed himself (Acts 20:34). 
It would be well if all could say with Paul: “I have 
coveted no man’s silver, or gold, or apparel” (Acts 
20:33). 

Then look at Jesus, the greatest failure who ever 
lived and destitute of faith and hope, if wealth be 
the proof—or even a proof—of God’s will in our lives. 
He Himself declared: “Foxes have holes, and the birds 
of the air have nests; but the Son of man hath not 
where to lay his head,” Matthew 8:20. Born to a poor 
couple, He remained poor and had not so much as a 
burial place when He was crucified. It was this Jesus 
who warned us to “take heed, and beware of covet- 
ousness: for a man’s life consisteth not in the abund- 
ance of the things which he possesseth” (Luke 12:15). 
It was this same Jesus who pointed out that “where 
your treasure is, there will your heart be also” (Luke 
12:34), and said that His followers should “rather 
seek ... the kingdom of God; and all these things 
shall be added unto you” (Luke 12:31). 

That is it! We are not to seek riches. If He blesses 
us with wealth, we should be filled with gratitude to 
Him and with compassion for those who are not so 
fortunate as we are (1 John 3:17). He will add to us 
whatsoever things we need. That is His unfailing 
promise. When we seek wealth we dim our Christian 
testimony. 

In Scripture, bushel is figurative of gain and in- 
crease; and Jesus said we are not to hide our light 
under a bushel (Matthew 5:15). 

Now if someone wishes to set his affection on earth- 
ly things and not on things above (see Colossians 
3:1, 2) that is a matter between him and God. If a 
man wants to ignore such divine admonition as Mat- 
thew 6:19-21, 24-34, that is also his own affair. But 
when he seeks to make his desire for ]uxurious living 
a theory or a tenet or a teaching to foist upon the 
flock of God to pervert or distress or confuse them, 
that is another matter. 

He would do well to study carefully Psalm 73 (which 
I wish to discuss in a later editorial) and re-examine 
himself. It would be well for all of us to beware lest 
we confuse gain with godliness (1 Timothy 6:5, 6), 
for many have herein been seduced.

BEAUTIFUL NEW PARSONAGE IN GREENVILLE 


GREENVILLE, S. C.—This beau- 
tiful new brick veneer parsonage 
was built under the able super- 
vision of the Reverend James L. 
Slay, along with the building com- 
mittee, Mylon Jones, Claude Hol- 
combe, and H. A. Madden, at 202 
Tremont Avenue, and was occupied 
the latter part of 1955. 

There are 10 rooms and 3 baths; 
2 bedrooms and 2 baths are up- 
stairs. It has a beautiful modern 
kitchen with built-in refrigerator, 
electric stove, automatic washer 
and er, a breakfast nook with a 
large freezer, a den with cyprus 
paneling and a unique fireplace. 
The dining room is furnished with 
Early American furniture and the 
L.W.W.B. furnished the living room 
with Victorian furniture. The four 
bedrooms are furnished with 
French Provincial and Early Amer- 


ican furniture. 

Downstairs there are 2 bedrooms 
and 1 bath, furnace room, and a 
large recreation room with cyprus 
paneling and a fireplace. 

The furniture and interior was 
planned by an interior decorator 
along with our church decorating 
committee: Mrs. Ruby Slay, Mrs.

“In God We Trust’ Now 
Appearing on New Dollar 
Bills 


The Treasury stamped “In God 
We Trust” on paper oy for the 
first time last July 25 as it placed 
two new printing presses into op- 
eration. The inscription long has 
been carried on coins. Congress au- 
thorized it for paper money two 
years ago. 

The inscription will appear on a 
new series of one-dollar bills on 
the reverse, or green side, just 
above the large word “One.” The 
Treasury will decide later when the 
inscription will be put on bills of 
larger denomination. 

The new series of dollar bills car- 
ries the signature of Robert B. An- 
derson, newly appointed Secretary 
of the Treasury, who was present 
as the presses rolled out the first 
new bills. It was the first change 
in design in paper money since the 
Treasury reduced the size of its 
notes in 1929. 


In Poland, according to the In- 
ternational Hebrew Christian Al- 
liance, panic has seized the Jews. 
Of the three and one-half million 
living in pre-war Poland, three mil- 
lion perished at the hands of the 
Nazis. Others died in Russian 
forced labor camps. Today 80,000 
Jews remain in Poland, but because 
of their persecution panic has 
seized them. Many of them wish 
to migrate to Israel. 


James L. Kelso, eminent Biblical 
archaeologist, has left for the Holy 
Land to resume his search for Jero- 
boam’s temple in ancient Bethel. 
This is the seventh trip he has 
made to the Holy Land to hunt 
for objects throwing light on Bible 
times. The temple he is looking for 
was built by Jeroboam as a rival 


place of worship to Solomon’s tem- 
ple in Jerusalem. The supposed site 
is now covered with orchards. In 
previous explorations Dr. Kelso dis- 
covered a of the winter pal- 
ace of King Herod the Great near 
Jericho. 


Baptist Ministers Divided 
Over Dancing Issue 


Baptist ministers in North Caro- 
lina are divided over the issue of 
dancing on the campuses of two 
Baptist schools; namely, Wake 
Forest College, in Winston-Salem, 
and Meredith College, at Raleigh. 
Only two Baptist congregations 
thus far, have voted in favor o 
Lat = ragpeme Reggina in the colleges, 
while quite a number have voted 
in opposition. Forty ministers, meet- 
ing at Raleigh, signed a statement 
“deploring and protesting” the 
actions of the trustees to permit 
dancing. 

The General Board of the North 
Carolina State Baptist Convention 
has officially recommended that 
the trustees “change their ition” 
in the matter and discontinue the 
dancing. Meanwhile, Wake Forest 
trustees have authorized a seven- 
member committee to study the 
problem. 





Church Attendance in 
Norway Found to Be Very Low 


A recent survey of nearly 1,000 
church services in Norway showed 
a very low church attendance. Only 
5.8 per cent of the total population 
attended Easter services. 

The survey also showed that the 
smaller the congregations the bet- 
ter the attendance in church and 
the more personal the contact be- 


tween the pastor and the members 

of his parish. In the large congre- 

gations, mainly in the cities, 40 per 

cent of the people within the con- 

gregation did not even know their 

= rs or any other church mem- 
ers. 

Commenting on this survey, a 
writer in The Lutheran said: “Al- 
though the results of this survey 
may shock the Americans, it does 
not present a precise picture of the 
Norwegian people’s interest in 
church life, since: (1) many peo- 
ple are active in Christian organi- 
zations within the church, even if 
they do not attend Sunday services; 
(2) the distances to the churches 
are often so immense that people 
cannot attend services often; (3) 
a good many churches do not have 
services every Sunday, especially in 
the country where one pastor must 
serve two and more churches with- 
in his parish. 





Billy Graham Shatters 
All-time Attendance Record 


The Billy Graham Crusade had 
shattered the all-time attendance 
record at Madison Square Garden 
which was set by Ringling Brothers’ 
Circus in 1944. The circus drew 
1,162,000 persons for 93 perform- 
ances, whereas the _ evangelistic 
crusade drew this many in 65 
nightly rallies. Officials of the 
Garden presented a memorial to 
the evangelist in recognition of the 
new record. 

The office of the New York Cru- 
sade announced that during the 
first ten weeks of meetings a total 
of 34,269 persons made “decisions 
for Christ.” A preliminary survey 
of these statistics shows that 31,858 
or 93 per cent of the total were 
poopie living in New York City and 
he metropolitan area. Of the re- 
mainder 2,300 were people from 
other parts of the U.S. and 111 
were from foreign lands. 





NEW YORK—The new 1957-58 
Catholic Press Directory has been 
released, and it shows that the 559 
Catholic newspapers and magazines 
in the U.S. now have a circulation 
of over twenty-three million. This 
represents a substantial increase 
over last year and a 29 per cent 
gain over the total five years ago. 





Vancouver, British Columbia 


— The Presbyterian Church in 
Canada voted, at its 83rd General 
Assembly, to borrow $60,000,000 
over the next ten years to finance 
new churches. Each synod will be 
responsible to raise several mil- 
lions of dollars from its members 
as security for the loans over the 
next decade.
